Mullen, Excise Customs Officer, 
Gorey, said that on several dates within the 
past six months he visited Mount St. Bene- 
dict’s, and on the 28th September he found 
tobacco being cured on the 2nd floor of the 
private building at Mount St. Benedict’s, and 
leaves hanging there and no entry of that in 
the book had been made by the defendant. 
He had no licence to cure or manufacture 
tobacco in that particular building. The de- 
fendant had a licence for curing and manu- 
facturing of tobacco for the building known 
as ‘*St. Aiden,” and which was 200 yards: 
distant from where he saw the curing going 
on in the other building for which there was 
no licence, He drew his attention to the 
regulations several times, and he saw the 
defendant’s workmen bringing the leaf into 
the room referred to.

produced to the Court) for the curing and 
manufacturing of tobacco in certain premises 
at Mount St. Benedict's. He maintained 
that when it was cured and manufactured in 
these premises, which were not very exten- 
sive, that he could remove it afterwards to 
other premises to relieve congestion, for which 
n licence was not necessary. He carried out 
the regulations as far as he could, and which 
he considered too drastic. He was employing 
60 hands, and he could be charged under the 
Public Health Act if he allowed overcrowding 
in that building. called “St. Aiden,” and he 
had to scatter it around which was only 
reasonable. He denied that he cured tobacco 
in the room alleged by the Excise officer. 

Mr. J. J. Kelly, State Solicitor, New Ross, 
who represented the revenue authorities, said 
that a separate licence was required under the 
Act for every building, storehouse or room in 
which tobacco was cured or manufactured. De- 
fendant had a licence for ‘‘St. Aiden’’ build- 
ing, but none for the building or room m 
which it was proved that he was curing 
tobacco. The defendant, he believed, did nos 
seem inclined to comply with the regulations 
as he should. 

Ihe defendant on being asked if he would 
give an undertaking to manufacture tha 
tobacco in the building only for which he had 
the licence or else take out a licence for the 
other buildings, refused to give the under- 
taking, and said that he was making a public 
protest against the regulations governing the 
curing and manufacturing of tobacco. 

The Justice fined him as stated. 

It is stated that an appeal is. being taken 
against the decision.

As a result of a recent inspection of St, 
Vincent’s School for Mentally Defective 
Children, Cabra, Dublin, by two inspectors, 
the Northern Ministry of Education wrote 
to the Fermanagh Regional Education Com- 
mittee on Saturday, stating that the school 
was no longer regarded as a suitable insti- 
tution to which local education authorities in 
Northern Ireland might in future send 
educable mentally defective children for main- 
tenance and education, The Ministry had 
accordingly decided that it would not approve 
of any further admissions thereto of children 
for whose maintenance and education focal 
authorites in Northern Ireland might be re- 
sponsible. |
